Group announces Coffee County EMS out of business

The Elba City Council meet- 
ing Monday night was short, 
routine and about over wherr’a 
non-agenda item left council 
members quiet and apparently 
surprised, 

Marvin Mcliwain addressed 
the council and officially 
announced that Coffee County 
EMS was out of business as of 
October 31st. Emergency ambu- 
lance services have been taken 
over by a private, non-profit 
organization which hopes to 
make some changes and take 
advantage of their non-profit 
status to get donations, lower 
insurance rates and gain exemp- 
tion from most taxes. 

The non-profit group is ask- 
ing the City of Elba to allow 


them to use the former Etba 
Rescue Squad building, which 
was built for that purpose. The 
building was used for a while by 
the Elba Chamber of 
Commerce, but that group has 
now moved into its own facility. 
This would reportedly save the 
group about $750 per month in 
expenses. No decision was 
made on that Monday night 
Mayor James Grimes 
announced they would take the 
request under consideration and 
make a decision later.

Changing Social Security is back in the news in Washington U 
S. Senator Lindsey Graham, Republican of South Carolina, has 
introduced legislation to allow private investing of individual 
social security funds. Supporter note the low rate of return 
presently being earned on our SS taxes. At first blush this ts a 
great idea, it is awful hard for most folks to live on their personal 
Social Security check today, and the future looks more bleak 
However, it was never intended to supply a person's total retire- 
ment funds. Also, most anyone invested in the proposed stocks 
during the last couple of years would have lost their shirt 
making that small SS profit look awfully big. Nor does the Senate 
bill address exactly who will pick up the tab for an individual's 
groceries and house rent if their private investments are in those 
stocks which tanked due to the poor economy (or in Enron, 
WorldCom, etc.). With all the weaknesses of the SS program, we 
urge our lawmakers not to get involved with reinventing the 
wheel, or dismantling the source of SS checks. First look at those 
tooting this new wrinkle. How many of them hope for personal 
profits off the stock sales and how few actually believe it is a bet- 
ter deal for the retirees? 


The debate over the Ten Commandments continues. We hope the 
activity puts the Commandments on the minds and hearts of more 
people. However, there continues to be finger pointing, etc., 
Thoughts are being expressed all around that so many of those ral- 
lying around the monument are there for other than Christian 
motives. Time will tell. We were alarmed this past week with the 
announcement of a group forming to urge the U. S. Congress to 
pass laws forbidding the federal courts to rule on religions issues. 
Now that is scarry! Then all a murderer would have to do would 
be claim his god told him to kill those people and the courts could- 
n’t punish him. It would remove from our courts any control over 
a man having multiple wives (courts can’t rule on it), Those 
examples sound silly, but we can’t write laws which tell judges to 
ignore what is popular (or correct) now and expect them to still 
enforce laws against what a group of petition signers don’t con- 
sider correct right now.

It 
may be as simple as stories and 
prayers before bedtime, 
Saturday morning pancakes, or 
as elaborate as an annual 


Thanksgiving journey to 
Grandma's house, Because 
these traditions have fheanings

In a complex and changing 
world, family traditions also 
provide a sense of continuity 
and cohesiveness. In particular,

Give thanks to George Washington for Thanksgiving 


(1789 Newspaper Reveals 
Washington is Father of 
Thanksgiving} 


Americans don't know it and 
children aren't taught it, bur 
George Washington 1s responsi 
ble for our Thanksgiving bol 
day. Tt was our first president 
who led the charge to make this 
day of thanks a truly national 
event - not the Pilgrims and not 
Abraham Lincoln 

On October 3, 1789, George 
Washington issued his 
Thanksgiving Proclamation 
designating for “the People of 
the United States a day of public 
thanks-wiving” to be held on 
‘Thursday the 26th day of 
November,” 1789, marking the 
first national celebration of a 
holiday that has become com 
monplace in today’s house 
holds. While subsequent presi 
dents failed to maintain this tra 
dition, it was Washington’s ong 
inal Proclamation that guided 
Abraham = Lincoln's ~=—-:1 863 
Thanksgiving Proclamation, In 
fact. Lincoln issued his procla 
mation on the same day 
October 3. and marked the same 

Thanksgiving Day, Thursday, 
November 26, as Washington. 
setting Thanksgiving as the last

Thursday of November after our 
first president's example, The 
proclamation was printed in 
fewspapers, including the 
October 9, 1789 issue of the 
Pennsylvania Packet and Daily 
Advertiser 

George Washington first men 
tioned the possibility of a 
national Thanksgiving Day tn a 
confidential letter to James 
Madison in August 1789 (just 
months after taking office), ask- 
ing for his advice on approach 
ing the Senate for their opinion 
on “a day of thanksgiving.” By 
the end of September 1789. a 
resolution had been introduced 
io the House of Representatives 
requesting that “a joint commit 
tee of both Houses be directed 
to wail upon the President of the 
United States, to request that he 

would recommend to the peo 
ple of the United States a day of 
public thanksgiving.” The com- 
mittee put the resolution before 
the president and George 
Washington issued the first 
national Thanksgiving 
Proclamation within days

a thanksgiving day long before 
becoming our first president 
During the Revolutionary War, 
he would order special thanks 
giving services for his troops 
after successful battles, as well 
as publicly endorse efforts by 
the Continental Congress to pro 
claim days of thanks, usually in 
recognition of military 
victorics and alliances 
The concept of thanks- 
giving Avas not new to 
the citizens of the new 
United States. Colonists 
even before the Pilgrims 
often established Thank 
Days to mark certain 
occasions. These one 
time events could occur 
at any time of the year 
and were usually more 
solemn than the 
Thanksgiving we 
observe today, empha- 
sizing prayer and spiri 
tual reflection 
Thanksgiving was not 
made a legal holiday 
until 1941 when 
Congress named the 
fourth Thursday’ in
